LAS VEGAS - It wasn’t the 
bowl Boise State wanted to 
be in, and for the better part 
of the first half Wednesday 
night, the Broncos played as 
if they were thinking about 
the one that got away.

CLEARWATER, Fla. -Penn 
State coach Joe Paterno is 
looking at the Outback 
Bowl as a combination of 
this season’s final game 
and the opener of the 2011 
campaign. 

The Nittany Lions 
continued their preparation 


on Wednesday for the New 
Year’s Day game against 
Florida with a practice 
session at the Philadelphia 
Phillies’ spring training 
complex. 

“We’ve got a very young 
team,” a spry-looking 
Paterno said the day after

his 84th birthday. “We’ve 
got about 60 kids here 
that are freshmen and 
sophomores. Some of them 
are pretty good athletes that 
need some work. So I think 
in that sense, you’re hoping 
that you can get some things 
developed that are going to 
carry over to next year. But 
no matter what, you’ve got 
to play a team like Florida, 
you ought to try and win.” 
Florida’s Urban Meyer 
will be coaching his last 
game with the Gators on 
Jan. 1. He announced his 
resignation earlier this 
month to spend more time 


with his family and because 
of health concerns. 

“It ought to be an interesting 
game because of that,” 
Paterno said. “I hate to see 
Urban get out of it because 
he’s been a good coach and 
he’s been a good person. 
You hate to see college 
(football) lose guys like 
that. I feel fortunate that 
we’re here and particularly 
playing against a team with 
the tradition of Florida.” 
Paterno, major college 
football’s winningest coach 
is wrapping up his record 
45th season on the sideline 
and shows no signs of 
stepping down anytime 
soon. He’s also the all-time 
leader in bowl wins with 24. 
Paterno is under contract 
through the 2011 season. 
Both teams have 7-5 
records. 

“Florida’s got a team with a 
lot of ability,” Paterno said. 
“A little bit inconsistent, 
and that’s about the same as 
we are. We’ve been a little 
bit inconsistent. At times 
we’ve looked like a decent 
football team. We’ve got to 
play our game and we’ve 
got to be ready for anything. 
I think it matches up as a 
really good football game. I 
think it’s going to be a fun 
game to watch.” 

Later Wednesday, NCAA 
President Mark Emmert 
announced Paterno was 
the 2011 recipient of the 
organization’s Gerald R. 
Ford Award, which lauds 
leading advocates of 
intercollegiate athletics. 
“For me, coach Paterno is 


the definitive role model 
of what it means to be a 
college coach,” Emmert 
said in a statement. Paterno 
is scheduled to receive 
the award at the NCAA 
convention Jan. 13 in San 
Antonio. 

While Paterno keeps 
looking ahead, it hasn’t 
prevented some fans from 
speculating — yet again — 
about his future. The latest 
round of Internet rumors has 
Paterno calling it quits after 
the Outback Bowl, despite 
him saying last month that 
he hadn’t given thought to 
not returning next year. 
“None of this has any 
factual basis,” Penn 
State vice president Bill 
Mahon, a spokesman for 
president Graham Spanier, 
said Wednesday in State 
College. “There have been 
no discussions whatsover.” 
Paterno had some birthday 
cake during the team dinner 
Tuesday after putting his 
players through a pair of 
practices. He plans to bring 
his whole extended family, 
which will include most of 
17 his grandchildren, down 
for Christmas Eve. 

“I hope Santa shows up, 
but not on Christmas Eve. 
I hope he shows up on 
January 1st,” Paterno said 
with a smile. □

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Christmas games can be tough on those involved

MIAMI - Phil Jackson 
and LeBron Janies agree: 
Christmas Day games are not 
the ideal holiday gift. 

A day after the Lakers’ coach 
reiterated his longtime stance 
against NBA games on Dec. 
25, James and other members 
of the Miami Heat said they 
also wish they could be with 
their families on Christmas. 
Instead, the Lakers and Heat 
will spend the holiday together, 
playing in Los Angeles on 
Saturday afternoon. 

“If you ask any player in the 
league, we’d rather be home 
with our families,” James said. 
“I think the people that even 
set the games up would rather 
be home with their family 
during this day. It’s not just a 
regular holiday. It’s definitely 
one of those days that you 
wish you could wake up in 
the morning with the kids and 
open up presents.” 

James’ two children will do 
their gift-unwrapping on 
Christmas Eve this year. 
Jackson is the son of two 
Christian ministers, and he 
famously wrote a book on 
his spiritual growth related to 
basketball. The Lakers have 
been picked for a Christmas 
game annually since 1999. 

“I don’t think anybody should 
play on Christmas Day,” 
Jackson said Tuesday night 
before the Lakers lost at 
home to Milwaukee. “I don’t 
understand it.” 

Keeping with the theme 


from recent years, the NBA 
went with five games again 
on Christmas. Chicago is 
at New York to open the 
quintupleheader, Boston plays 
next at Orlando, then after the 
Lakers host the Heat it’ll be 
Denver at Oklahoma City and 
Portland at Golden State in the 
nightcap. 

Christmas games are a 
tradition nearly as old as the 
league itself. 

So, too, is complaining about 
them. 

“I actually feel sorry for 
people who have nothing to 
do on Christmas Day other 
than watch an NBA game,” 
Magic coach Stan Van Gundy 
said last year. 

And those words drew the 
Magic what Van Gundy said 
Wednesday was a “hefty” fine 
a year ago. He even wondered 
if Jackson would be fined for 
what he said in Los Angeles 
the previous night. 

So this year, he took caution 
when asked about playing on 
the holiday. 

“I think you just have to 
accept it,” Van Gundy said. 
“It’s gone from the one game 
to the two games to the five 
games last year. It’s part of the 
league. I had my say last year, 
I’m not going to have my say 
again. My owner paid for my 
comments last year, and he’s 
not going to do that again.” 
Heat coach Erik Spoelstra says 
understands the arguments 
for and against playing on 
Christmas. 

It’s not a new notion for Miami, 


which beat the Lakers on 
Christmas in three successive 
years after Shaquille O’Neal 
left Los Angeles for the Heat 
from 2004 through 2006. 
Miami also lost to Chicago in 
1997 and Cleveland in 2007, 
while beating the Knicks in 
2009. 

“If you play with a team that 
doesn’t matter, you never play 
on a holiday,” Spoelstra said. 
“When your team is viewed 
as a contending team, you 
normally play on the holidays 
and we view that as a good 
thing — because we’ve seen 
it on both sides. Certainly the 
times we haven’t played on 
Christmas we’ve had good 
family time, but it also meant 
we probably didn’t have a 
great team.” 

Jackson and James don’t 
always have their opinions in 
concert. 

Jackson, the 11-time NBA 
champion, said this summer 
after Miami signed James 
and Chris Bosh to play 
alongside Dwyane Wade 
that the “players obviously 
wanted to collude together 
and do this” — and use of the 
word “collude” raised some 
eyebrows in South Florida. 

On this issue, though, the 
league’s two-time reigning 
MVP and most decorated 
championship coach are in 
perfect harmony. 

“The fans, we always say it’s 
good for the fans,” James 
said. “But the fans get an 
opportunity to see us all year. 
We’ve got TV games all year.

We’ve got a TV game on 
Thursday (in Phoenix). I don’t 
care for it too much.” 

Nor does Jackson, when he 
spoke out against the league’s 
long-standing decision. 

“It’s like Christian holidays 
don’t mean to them anything 
any more,” Jackson said. “Just 
go out and play and entertain 
the TV. It’s really weird, but it 


is what it is. We have to go to 
work and make the best of it.” 
Heat center Zydrunas 
Ilgauskas is a father of two 
as well, and he’s been a 
teammate of James’ for eight 
years — so he’s well-versed 
in the Christmas scheduling 
issue. Diplomatically as 
always, Ilgauskas echoed 
James’ thoughts.□

Celtics beat Sixers 84-80 for 14th straight win

BOSTON (AP) — Ray Allen scored 22 points 
and Paul Pierce recovered after missing his 
first seven shots to score 11 in the second half 
to lead the Boston Celtics to their 14th straight 
victory, 84-80 over the Philadelphia 76ers on 
Wednesday night. 

Shaquille O’Neal had 13 points and nine 
rebounds, but he missed two free throws with 
1:02 left and Boston holding a two-point lead. 
Philadelphia had two chances to equalize, but 
Andre Iguodala slipped and turned the ball over 
the first time and then had his shot blocked by 
Kevin Garnett the next. 

Allen hit a pair of free throws with 5.6 seconds 
left to finish it off. 

Elton Brand had 16 points and 12 rebounds, and 
Jrue Holiday scored 15 points for Philadelphia, 
which was coming off a 45-point loss to the 
Chicago Bulls — its worst in three years. 
Spurs 109, Nuggets 103 
At San Antonio, Manu Ginobili and Gary Neal 
scored 22 points apiece as San Antonio beat 
Denver — playing without All-Star Carmelo 
Anthony because of the death of his sister — 
for its 10th straight victory. 

The Spurs improved their NBA-best record to 
25 wins from 28 games. It ranks among the 11 
best starts to a season in NBA history. 

Ty Lawson and J.R. Smith led the Nuggets with 
22 points apiece, and Kenyon Martin played 
17 minutes in his season debut after missing 
the first 26 games while recovering from knee 
surgery.

Hawks, Thrashers owners 
settle long legal light

ATLANTA (AP) — Michael 
Gearon and Bruce Levenson 
have emerged as the lead 
owners of the Atlanta Hawks 
and Atlanta Thrashers 
following a long legal battle 
and ownership split. 

Gearon and Levenson 
confirmed Wednesday in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press they have purchased 
Boston-based Steve Belkin’s 
30-percent share of the NBA 
Hawks, NHL Thrashers and 
Philips Arena. 

Gearon and Levenson, sitting 
together Wednesday night 
at the Hawks’ game against 
Cleveland, wouldn’t release 
financial details in which they 
emerged as managing partners 
of the ownership group. 


“At the end of the day we had 
a business partner we were in 
a dispute with and we settled 
that matter,” Levenson said. 
The ownership split began in 
2005 over Belkin’s objection 
to the Hawks’ trade of Boris 
Diaw, two first-round draft 
picks and a $4.9 million trade 
exception to the Phoenix Suns 
for guard Joe Johnson. 

“Now maybe we can move 
on,” Johnson said. “I haven’t 
paid a lot of attention to it, but 
it’s kind of a relief.” 

Gearon and Levenson have 
consistently said the long 
dispute did not affect day-to- 
day operations of the teams. 
Levenson, Ed Peskowitz and 
Todd Foreman are based in 
Washington, D.C. 

Gearon is based in Atlanta, as 
are his father, Michael Gearon 


Sr., Rutherford Seydel and 
Beau Turner. Turner’s father is 
Ted Turner, the former owner 
of the teams. Levenson said 
he has had no success seeking 
additional investors for the 
Thrashers. He said he didn’t 
know if the end of the lawsuit 
would make it easier to find 
investors who want to keep 
the Thrashers in Atlanta. □

Vettel, Red Bull ensure place in Formula One history

MADRID (AP) — Sebastian 
Vettel ensured Red Bull’s 
place in Formula One history 
as the sport’s youngest ever 
champion in a season that 
featured one of the most 
competitive grids in history 
and Michael Schumacher’s 
disappointing return. 

The 23-year-old Vettel won 
the last two races of the 
season to overtake two-time 
champion Fernando Alonso 
for the title in Abu Dhabi. 
Seven-time champion 

Schumacher, meanwhile, 
returned with Mercedes after 
a three-year retirement at age 
41 and finished 184 points 
behind Vettel in ninth. 

Red Bull delivered a jolt to 
FI as Vettel teammate Mark 
Webber finished third overall 
to ensure the constructors’ 
championship for the energy- 
drink backed team. 

After only six seasons in FI 
and after nearly breaking 
through with the title the 
previous season, Red Bull 
expects more of the same in 
2011. 

“We expect a new car again 
but we don’t take anything for 
granted,” said Webber, who 
finished the last four races 
with a fractured shoulder to 
end 14 points behind. 

The Australian has cleared the 
air with Vettel after a season 
when the two drivers clashed 
on the track, a year in which 
four champions raced in 
one of the most competitive 
seasons in history.

Braving high unemployment 
and unsustainable levels of 
debt and budget deficits in 
Europe and the US, the world 
economy is expected to slow in 
2011 with economists cutting 
their forecasts for growth in 
developed countries. 

On the upside, Asian 
economies will continue 
to spearhead the global 
economic recovery. 

In a preview of its economic 
report for 2011 early in 
December, the United Nations 
said it expects the world 
economy to grow by 3.1 per 
cent in 2011 and 3.5 per cent 
in 2012. That’s lower than 
the 2010 expected growth of 
3.6 per cent - and far from 
enough to help recover jobs 
lost because of the economic 
crisis. The full report, 
including detailed regional 
outlooks, is expected out in 
January. 

“The recovery of the world 
economy has started to lose 
momentum since the middle 
of 2010, and all indicators 
point at weaker global 
economic growth,” the report 
said. 

Among other things, it said 


failure by countries to co¬ 
ordinate their monetary 
policies better was making 
global markets more volatile. 
“No, we are not out of the 
woods yet, and major risks 
are still looming,” said Rob 
Vos, supervising author of 
the report World Economic 
Situation and Prospects 
2011. “We expect the road 
to recovery to be long and 
bumpy.” 

According to the UN, the lack 
of employment growth is the 
“weakest link” of the economic 
recovery. Besides the lack 
of job creation, especially 
in advanced economies, 
volatility in currency markets 
is generating more economic 
uncertainty. 

“The co-operative spirit 
among major economies is 
waning, which has debilitated 
the effectiveness of responses 
to the crisis. Unco-ordinated 
monetary responses ... have 
become a source of turbulence 
and uncertainty in financial 
markets. 

The recovery may suffer 
further setbacks if some of the 
downside risks materialize, 
in which case a double-dip 
recession is looming for 
Europe, Japan and the United 


States,” the UN said in its 
release. 

Among the downside risks 
cited were renewed declines 
in house prices in the US and 
tensions in foreign exchange 
markets that could prompt 
protectionist responses. 

The Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation 
and Development projects 
the economies of its 33 
member countries will grow a 
combined 2.8 per cent in 2010 
after shrinking 3.4 per cent in 

2009. It predicts growth in the 
OECD in2011 of2.3 percent, 
lower than its June estimate of 
2.8 percent. 

The Paris-based watchdog 
said there are still risks to the 
global recovery, including 
high government debt loads 
in several European countries. 
The OECD also warned that 
widening trade imbalances 
could be a problem, especially 
if countries start to pursue 
more protectionist measures. 
However, more robust growth 
in non-OECD countries will 
help shore up the recovery. 
China is predicted by the 
International Monetary Fund 
to grow on average by nearly 
10 per cent in 2010 and in 
2011. India (8.4 per cent 
growth in 2011), Russia (4.3 
per cent) and Brazil (4.1 per 
cent) will also make solid 
contributions. 

Global trade continues to 
rebound, the OECD said, 
rising by 12.3 per cent in 

2010, before easing to 8.3 per 
cent in 2011 and 8.1 per cent 
in 2012. Trade growth will 
be especially robust in many 
Asian countries and Brazil. 
Unemployment in the OECD 
area, however, would remain 
above 8 per cent in 2010 and 
in 2011 before slipping to 7.5 
per cent in 2012. 

The OECD repeated its call 
for European countries to 
enact labour market reforms 
to help contain the ranks for 
the long-term unemployed. 


“Structural reforms are 
urgent in labour markets 
to increase employment, 
facilitate reallocation of jobs 
and workers and help ensure 
that the unemployed and 
vulnerable groups remain 
attached to the labour market,” 
said Pier Carlo Padoan, chief 
economist of the OECD. 

The economies of East Asia, 
including China, Japan, South 
Korea and Singapore, will 
grow 8.8 per cent in 2010, 
but growth will taper off in 
2011 because of a weak global 
outlook and the phasing 
out of government stimulus 
programmes, according to the 
Asian Development Bank. 

The Manila-based bank said 
in a recent report that growth 
in developing East Asian 
countries will ease to 7.3 per 
cent in 2011. 

“With stimulus being 
withdrawn and the recovery 
intact, growth in 2011 should 
moderate as the post-recovery 
phase kicks in,” the report 
said. 

The region’s growth faces 
several obstacles, the ADB 
said, including surging 
inflation in several countries. 
In the United States, Federal 
Reserve officials have become 
more pessimistic in their 
economic outlook through 
2011 and have lowered their 
forecast for growth. 

The US economy will grow 
only 2.4 per cent to 2.5 per 
cent in 2010, Fed officials 
said in an updated forecast 
in November. That’s down 
sharply from a previous 
projection of 3 per cent to 3.5 
per cent. In 2011 the economy 
will expand by 3 per cent to 
3.6 per cent, the Fed said, 
also much lower than its June 
forecast. 

The darker view helps explain 
why the Fed decided at its 
meeting last month to launch 
another round of stimulus. 
The central bank plans to buy 
US$600 billion in Treasury 


bonds over the next eight 
months in an effort to lower 
interest rates and spur more 
spending. 

The Fed will examine what 
impact the programme is 
having on the economy. It 
has left the door open to scale 
back bond purchases if the 
economy were to strengthen 
in the months ahead. Or the 
Fed could buy more bonds if 
the economy were to weaken. 
The Fed’s forecasts of a slow 
economy with only gradual 
improvement in the job 
market are broadly similar to 
those by private economists. 
An Associated Press survey 
of 43 leading economists last 
month found that they expect 
the US economy to expand 
just 2.7 per cent in 2011, after 
growing just 2.6 per cent in 
2010 . 

The central bank expects 
prices will remain in check. 
Inflation is projected to rise 
1.1 per cent to 1.7 per cent in 
2011, little changed from the 
previous forecast of 1.1 per 
cent to 1.6 per cent. 

The National Association 
for Business Economics, 
presenting the consensus 
of forecasts made by a 
panel of 51 US economists, 
said persistently high 

unemployment and heavy 
debt burdens will hamper a 
more robust rebound. But the 
likelihood of either stagflation 
or relapse into recession was 
seen as low, according to the 
survey. 

“Confidence in the 

expansion’s durability is 
intact, but panellists remain 
concerned about high levels 
of federal debt, a continuing 
high level of unemployment, 
increased business regulation, 
and rising commodity prices,” 
said Richard Wobbekind, 
president of NABE. 

The biggest concern among 
the top economic forecasters 
was the federal deficit.

They predicted it will shrink 
by only about US$US100 
billion to US$US1.2 trillion 
- a level the NABE called 
“extreme.” 

Meanwhile, the number 
of jobs employers add to 
their payrolls is forecast to 
average less than 150,000 
a month before picking up 
in the latter half of 2011. 
The unemployment rate is 
expected to remain elevated 
nearly 10 per cent through 
early 2011. It’s expected to 
ease only slightly to 9.2 per 
cent by the end of 2011. 

That would mark the weakest 
post-recession job recovery 
on record, the group said. 

By 2012, when President 
Barack Obama faces 
the electorate again, 
unemployment will be 7.7 
per cent to 8.2 per cent, up 
from the previous forecast of 
7.1 per cent to 7.5 per cent, 
the Federal Reserve said. 

The US economy is likely 
to get a boost from the 
recent agreement between 
Obama and congressional 
Republicans on taxes and 
unemployment benefits, 
business analysts say. 

The agreement would extend 
the 2001 and 2003 tax cuts 
for two years and continue 
unemployment benefits 
through the end of 2011. It 
also would cut payroll taxes

and enable businesses to" 

take more tax write-offs for 
investing in new equipment. 

If it becomes law, the deal 
could boost economic 
growth in 2011 to 4 per 
cent, according to Moody’s 
Analytics. 

In other economic predictions 
for 2011: 

- In the eurozone, the 
European Commission 

revised upward its economic 
growth forecasts for the 16 
countries that use the euro 
despite concerns over the 
debt crisis, but said it expects 
deficits in weak countries 
like Portugal and Spain to be 
higher than expected. 

In its most recent forecast 
in late November, the 
Commission said eurozone 
economic growth in 2010 
would likely be 1.7 per 
cent, nearly double its spring 
forecast of 0.9 per cent. 
Growth is expected to 
moderate in 2011 to 1.5 per 
cent on the back of waning 
global growth and the impact 
of austerity measures being 
pursued across the eurozone. 
However, it is expected to 
pick up again in 2012 to 
1.8 per cent as the private 
sector starts to take up the 
slack from the public sector’s 
retrenchment. 

The slowdown in 2011 will 
be most marked in Germany, 
Europe’s biggest economy. 
Though growth is set to slow

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from 2010’s stunning 3.7 
per cent, it will remain at an 
above-average 2.2 per cent, 
according to the Commission. 
France, Europe’s second 
largest economy, is expected 
grow by 1.6 per cent in 2010 
and 2011. 

The countries with the biggest 
debt difficulties will continue 
to underperform as their 
governments rein in spending 
and raise taxes. 

Portugal -widely considered 
to be the next most vulnerable 
eurozone economy following 
Greece and Ireland - is 
expected to fall back into 
recession in 2011, shrinking 
by 1 per cent following 2010 
growth of 1.3 per cent. 
Greece, which was effectively 
saved from bankruptcy in May 
by an emergency euro 110 
billion package, is expected 
to shrink again in 2011 but by 
less than it has in 2010. The 
commission expects the Greek 
economy to shrink by 3 per 
cent in 2011, less than the 4.2 
per cent contraction in 2010. 
Ireland, which was bailed out 
by its partners in Europe and 
the International Monetary 
Fund to the tune of euro67.5 
billion, is expected to grow 
by a below-par 0.9 per cent 
in 2011 following the 0.2 per 
cent decline in 2010. 

Olli Rehn, the commissioner 
in charge of economic 
and monetary affairs, said 
countries should be ready 
to enact further austerity 
measures even if growth 
comes in lower than 
expected. The Commission is 
forecasting budget deficits for 
Spain, Portugal and Ireland 
to be above the levels those 
countries have set out in their 
austerity programs. 


Spain is a particular worry in 
the markets at the moment 
because its sheer size would 
make it extremely expensive 
for policymakers in Europe to 
muster the necessary bailout 
funds. 

- The Middle East and 
North Africa’s economic 
growth remains strong, the 
International Monetary Fund 
said, while stressing that 
the region’s reliance on oil 
revenues leaves it vulnerable 
should crude prices again 
collapse. 

The agency in its semiannual 
World Economic Outlook 
estimated the region’s growth 
to be 4.1 per cent in 2010 
and 5.1 per cent in 2011, 
compared with just 2 per cent 
in 2009. 

“The strength of the recent 
economic recovery in the 
MENA region is largely 
underpinned by the rebound 
in oil prices from their trough 
in 2009,” the IMF said. 
Mideast oil exporters, such 
as Opec kingpin Saudi 
Arabia, were largely able 
to weather the worst of the 
global meltdown by tapping 
oil revenues to spend on 
infrastructure development 
and social services. Other 
countries, such as Egypt 
and Lebanon, withstood the 
decline largely because their 
banking and financial sectors 
were not as exposed as those 
in the West to the crisis. 

The rebound in oil prices 
played a key role in boosting 
the region’s economies. 
Oil prices jumped above 
USSUS90 a barrel for the 
first time in more than two 
years last week (Dec 7), a key 
milestone for analysts who 


believe tightening supplies 
will eventually drive prices 
above the US$US100 mark in 
2011 . 

Because of increased oil 
prices, the IMF estimated in 
October the Gulf states and 
other oil exporting countries 
in the region will see their 
combined current-account 
surplus rise to US$150 
billion in 2011, up from just 
USSUS70 billion in 2009, 
giving them more leeway to 
spend. 

However, economic growth 
outside the energy sector 
remains sluggish. 

The IMF called on oil 
exporting nations to reduce 
their dependance on crude by 
diversifying their economies 
and to tackle lingering 
problems uncovered by the 
financial crisis, such as the 
immense debt load carried by 
Dubai state-linked firms. 

In Latin America and the 
Caribbean, strong exports and 
high commodity prices are 
fueling faster-than-expected 
economic growth. Next year 
growth is projected to remain 
relatively strong at around 4 
per cent, though less robust 
than the GDP growth of 5.6 
per cent estimated for 2010, 
the United Nations said in 
its 2011 economic report 
preview. Brazil, the engine 
of regional growth, continues 
with strong domestic demand 
to boost export growth of 
neighbouring countries. The 
region also benefits from 
strengthened economic ties 
with emerging economies in 
Asia. 

The region’s economy 
contracted 2 per cent in 
2009.□ 















Holiday shoppers 
sprint to end; 
retail revenue up

NEW YORK - Holiday 
shoppers are racing to the 
end of the season at a more 
feverish pace this year, with 
retail revenue up 5.5 percent 
during the last weekend 
before Christmas. 

The figure, released by 
ShopperTrak on Wednesday, 
is a drastic improvement from 
the same weekend last year, 
when revenue dropped 6.2 
percent because a big East 
Coast snowstorm closed malls 
and kept shoppers at home. 
This year’s improvement is 
especially encouraging for 
retailers, for whom a big 
weekend all but sealed a 
shopping season of healthy 
revenue gains. 

ShopperTrak reported 

shoppers spent $18.83 billion 
Dec. 17-19. That includes 
$7.58 billion spent on what 
retailers call “Super Saturday” 
— the Saturday before 
Christmas. The number of 
shoppers rose 3 percent over 
the weekend before Christmas 
last year. 

ShopperTrak expects retail 
spending to rise 4 percent 
for the holiday season. It 
fell 0.4 percent during the 
2009 season. Anything over 
4 percent is considered a 
healthy gain. 

The final days leading up to 
Christmas are important for 
retailers. Some do a third of 
their annual business during 
the season. 

The final countdown to 
Christmas is especially 
important. ShopperTrak 
estimates that the 10 days 
before Christmas usually 
make up 31 percent to 34 
percent of holiday-season 
retail revenue. □

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Holiday shoppers sprint to end; retail revenue up

NEW YORK - Holiday 
shoppers are racing to the 
end of the season at a more 
feverish pace this year, with 
retail revenue up 5.5 percent 
during the last weekend before 
Christmas. 

The figure, released by 
ShopperTrak on Wednesday, 
is a drastic improvement from 
the same weekend last year, 
when revenue dropped 6.2 
percent because a big East 
Coast snowstorm closed malls 
and kept shoppers at home. 
This year’s improvement is 
especially encouraging for 
retailers, for whom a big 


weekend all but sealed a 
shopping season of healthy 
revenue gains. 

ShopperTrak reported 

shoppers spent $18.83 billion 
Dec. 17-19. That includes 
$7.58 billion spent on what 
retailers call “Super Saturday” 
— the Saturday before 
Christmas. The number of 
shoppers rose 3 percent over 
the weekend before Christmas 
last year. 

ShopperTrak expects retail 
spending to rise 4 percent 
for the holiday season. It fell 
0.4 percent during the 2009 
season. Anything over 4 
percent is considered a healthy 
gain. 


The final days leading up to 
Christmas are important for 
retailers. Some do a third 
of their annual business 
during the season. The final 
countdown to Christmas 
is especially important. 
ShopperTrak estimates that 
the 10 days before Christmas 
usually make up 31 percent to 
34 percent of holiday-season 
retail revenue. 

Consumers appeared to be 
in the mood to hit just one 
location for their shopping 
needs, with Thomson Reuters 
reporting that traffic at malls 
was higher on Super Saturday 
than a year ago. 

But ShopperTrak anticipates 
this Thursday will likely 
edge out Super Saturday to 
become the second-biggest 
sales day this season behind 
Black Friday, as last-minute 
shoppers scramble to pick up 
gifts. Black Friday sales were 
$10.69 billion, according to

from Oct. 31 through Saturday. 
Online spending has also 
been strong. As of Friday, 
shoppers have spent $27.46 
billion online since Nov. 1, up 
12 percent from a year ago, 
according to research firm 
comScore Inc. 

Improved spending is also a 
sign that the economy may be 
regaining its footing. 


been good, though there has 
been sporadic violence against 
Christians since the Islamic 
Hamas movement wrestled 
control of the strip three years 
ago.

The Commerce Department 
reported earlier this month 
that November retail sales 
rose 0.8 percent, marking the 
fifth straight monthly gain. 
Department stores led the 
way with a 2.8 percent gain, 
the biggest for this category 
since a 3 percent increase in 
November 2008. 

Retailers are expected to 
have a strong December, with 
Thomson Reuters predicting 
that revenue at stores open 
at least a year will be up 
3.6 percent on average for 
the month. Discount stores 
like Target Corp. and BJ’s 
Wholesale Club Inc. are 
expected to do well, along 
with teen clothing retailers 
like Abercrombie & Fitch Co. 
and Zumiez Inc. 

This figure is a key gauge of 
a retailer’s health because it 
measures results at existing 
stores instead of newly opened

did not issue permits for all 
of my children.” During the 
Hamas takeover, vandals 
ransacked a Roman Catholic 
convent and an adjacent 
school, breaking crosses and 
smashing the face of a ceramic 
Jesus.

Like many other 
Christian communities across 
the Middle East, many have 
moved abroad to flee political 
tensions or in search of 
economic opportunities. 

Rev. David Neuhaus, the 
Roman Catholic vicar for the 
Hebrew-speaking Christian 
population in the Holy Land, 
said violence against Gaza 
Christians was largely the 
work of “Islamic fundamental 
vigilante justice,” and not the 
Hamas regime. Nonetheless, 
he said Christian daily life 
was extremely difficult.Q 
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How to use that gift card wisely 



It’s traditional for many to cap 
a long season of Christmas 
shopping with more shopping 
once the holiday has passed. 
They spend gift cards and 
cash and exchange clothes that 
were the wrong size, wrong 
color or just plain wrong. 
However, people tend to treat 
gifts as “found money” and 
worry less about using the 
dollars wisely. But a little 
thought can make your after- 
Christmas dollars go a lot 
farther: 

KNOW WHAT A DEAL IS: 
Don’t blindly assume you’re 
getting a good deal just 
because you’re shopping on 
Dec. 26. Stores know people 
will be spending gift cards and 
are less likely to scrutinize 
prices. 

You can find good discounts 
on items like coats, hats and 
snow shovels that get less 
likely to sell with each passing 
day, because stores know they 
have to unload them. But 
more evergreen items like 
video game systems are much 


less likely to be on sale. 

WHAT TO TARGET: You 
will probably find the best 
deals on clothing, says Dan 
de Grandpre, editor-in-chief 
of Dealnews.com, as clothing 
stores clear out what’s left of 
their inventory and get ready 
for new merchandise. 
However, retailers stocked up 
somewhat cautiously this year. 
You might find a great deal on, 
say, a coat, but it might not be 
the ideal color or style. 

There were probably better 
toy deals before Christmas, 
during price wars among 
Target, Walmart, Toys R 
Us and other toy sellers, de 
Grandpre says. Also, the 
hottest toys like Monster High 
dolls were scarce even before 
Christmas. Don’t expect to 
find them now. 

You aren’t likely to find great 
deals on most electronics, 
either, de Grandpre said. 
For most items, January will 
probably be better. Stores 
discount TVs then to draw 
buyers who want to upgrade 


before the Super Bowl. 

For gadgets like smart phones, 
price cuts are likely in January 
ahead of the annual Consumer 
Electronics Show in Las 
Vegas, when manufacturers 
get shoppers excited about the 
next big thing. 

One electronics category that 
might have good sales now is 
computers, says Morningstar 
analyst R.J. Hottovy. 
Computers “haven’t seen the 
sales traction retailers were 
hoping for,” he says. Don’t 
look for markdowns, though, 
on tablet computers, such as 
Apple’s iPad. 

START SHOPPING ONLINE 
CHRISTMAS DAY: Most 
stores won’t be open, but it’s a 
different story online. On the 
Web, many retailers start post- 
Christmas sales a day early. 
Even if you don’t buy, you can 
still you research what you 
want to buy Dec. 26. 

It is more convenient, and 
“You can beat some people to 
the punch and find things that 
could be sold out by next day,” 


says de Grandpre. 

GET THERE EARLY: Many 
stores open earlier than usual. 
Target, Sears and J.C. Penney 
will all open at 7 a.m., for 
example. If you’re shopping 
clearance sales, the earlier 
you get to the store, the more 
you’ll have to choose from. 

STOCK UP FOR NEXT 
YEAR: Some people are 
planners, and some aren’t. But 
there’s never a better time to 
save money on greeting cards, 
gift wrap and other holiday 
staples than after the holiday 
has just passed. 

One warning: Don’t do it 


unless you have a safe, dry 
place to store the items. Rolls 
of gift wrap that get bent and 
bruised will just mean you’ll 
throw it away and buy more. 

SAVE THE CASH: If you 
got what some consider 
the sweetest present of all, 
remember this: You don’t 
have to spend it. Not right 
away, anyway. And there are 
uses for it that could wind up 
making the gift bigger in the 
long run. 

Paying down debt or investing 
the money can make the gift 
keep on giving long after the 
holiday is a dim memory. □
